The  securities  in  the  custody  of  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
order.  We  were  pleased  to  find  that  our  recom- 
mendation relative  to  a  new  system  of  bookkeeping 
has  been  carried  out.  We  now  recommend  that  all 
income  from  Trust  Funds  be  passed  through  the 
Treasurer's  account  before  being  distributed. 

The  fire  insurance  policies  on  town  buildings 
were  all  found  to  be  in  force  and  in  proper  form. 

All  necessary  bonds  on  town  officers  were  shown 
to  us  and  found  to  be  in  force. 
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The  books  of  the  Milford  School  District  and  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  School  District  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1939  were  audited  and  found  to  be 
correct  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief. 

We  recommend  that  all  principal  and  interest 
payments  of  any  indebtedness  created  by  the  town, 
for  any  department  thereof,  be  paid  through  the 
Town  Treasurer's  account  rather  than  as  now 
handled  by  the  Selectmen. 

Reports  of  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  above  Board 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938,  as  printed 
in  the  Town  Report  last  year  was  not  approved  by 
us  at  that  time  and  was  incorrect. 

We  have,  however,  during  the  past  year,  con- 
tinued our  examination  of  the  books  and  finally, 
with  the  cooperation  of  a  Certified  Public  Account- 
ant called  in  by  the  Board  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  many  bookkeeping  errors  were 
adjusted  and  we  completed  our  audit  for  1938. 

In  the  course  of  our  audit  of  the  books  for  the 
year  1939,  it  soon  became  apparent  that  the  finan- 
cial statement  submitted  to  us  was  again  incorrect. 
In  order  that  it  might  be  corrected  in  time  to  be 
printed  in  this  report,  it  was  necessary  for  the  Board 
to  call  in  the  same  outside  assistance  to  prepare  the 
books  and  statements  for  our  audit. 

We  now  certify  that  the  financial  statements  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commission- 
ers for  the  years  1938  and  1939,  as  printed,  are  cor- 
rect to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief.

MARCH  14,  1939 


Total  Vote  Cast  747 

Acting  under  Article  1  of  the  Warrant  the  fol- 
lowing town  officers  were  elected :  Town  Clerk,  Don- 
ald C.  Bruce;  Town  Treasurer,  Frederick  W.  Saw- 
yer; Selectman  for  three  years,  Maurice  G.  Jewett; 
Selectman  for  one  year,  Armen  V.  Garabedian;  Li- 
brary Trustee  for  three  years,  Benjamin  F.  Prescott; 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  Frederick 
W.  Sawyer;  Fire  Wardens,  Jeremiah  J.  Casey,  Frea 
A.  Farwell,  George  F.  Jewett;  Highway  Agent, 
Daniel  D.  Steele;  Auditors,  Fred  S.  Kimball,  Hugo 
Trentini;  Sexton,  Antimo  Carpentieri. 

Articles  2  and  3.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  as  seemed  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year ;  also  voted,  "that

The  amount  of  $250.00  was  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  the 
town  through  the  Monadnock  Region  Association. 

Article  9.  The  sum  of  $287:67  was  raised  and 
appropriated,  under  Article  Six,  for  the  use  of  the 
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Planning*  Board,  to  continue  town  map  and  prepare 
land  use  plan. 

Article  10.  $200.00  was  raised  and  appropriated 
for  work  on  town  trees;  this  was  done  under  Article 

Six. 

Article  11.  This  article,  in  regard  to  moving  the 
Bandstand  from  the  Oval  to  Endicott  Park,  was  dis- 
missed. 

Article  12.  This  article,  in  regard  to  redecorat- 
ing the  Town  Hall,  was  dismissed,  as  it  was  thought 
best  that  certain  repairs  be  made  previous  to  such 
redecoration. 

Article  13.  Under  this  article,  a  resolution  and 
amendment  were  presented  appointing  the  Water 
Commissioners,  Selectmen  and  Moderator  a  com- 
mittee to  carefully  inquire  into  the  needs  of  the  town 
regarding  additional  water  storage ;  to  consult  with 
competent,  reputable  engineering  firms  relative  to 
costs  and  estimates  of  such  plans  as  it  was  desirable 
for  the  people  to  consider,  and  present  these  for  the 
consideration  of  the  voters.  This  meeting  to  be  re- 
cessed to  such  a  time  as  the  Moderator  saw  fit  when 
the  final  decision  as  to  method  and  cost  of  install- 
ment should  be  brought  to  vote. 

The  time  appointed  for  the  recessed  meeting  was 
April  25,  1939,  7.30  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  investigation  was  $500.00. 

The  above  was  approved  by  vote. 

Article  14.  The  amount  of  $287.07  was  raised 
and  appropriated  to  insure  fire  truck  against  public 
liability  and  property  damage. 

Article  15.  The  selectmen  were  authorized  to 
dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town 
through  tax  collector's  deeds. 

Article  16.  This  article,  to  consider  the  purchase 
of  a  Motor  Grader  by  the  town,  was  dismissed. 


39 

Articles  17  and  18.  Under  these  articles  it  was 
voted  to  accept  Federal  and  State  Aid  in  behalf  of 
labor  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2000.00  in  con- 
nection with  such  grants. 

Article  19.  Transactions  under  Article  19  are  as 
follows: 

A  resolution,  "that  the  selectmen  investigate  the 
cost  of  installing  an  amplifier  in  the  town  hall  and 
report  at  the  recessed  Town  Meeting/'  was  present- 
ed, and  approved  by  vote. 

A  motion  "that  the  moderator  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  re-locate  the  Town  Dump  and  re- 
port at  the  recessed  meeting,"  was  unanimously  ap- 
proved. The  following  committee  was  appointed, 
Dr.  Oscar  Burns,  Fred  N.  Hutchinson  and  Gertrude 
N.  Howison. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  "that  this  meet- 
ing petition  His  Excellency,  Governor  Francis  P. 
Murphy,  to  consider  aiding  the  counties  in  their  tax 
load." 

It  was  voted  to  grant  M.  J.  Hynes  a  license  to 
conduct  a  bowling  alley  on  Sunday,  said  license  to 
be  issued  in  accordance  with  regulations  drawn  up 
by  the  selectmen,  with  the  opening  hours  on  Sunday 
to  be  1  o'clock  P.  M. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wadleigh,  it  was  voted  to  re- 
cess this  town  meeting  until  April  25,  1939,  at  7.30 
o'clock  P.  M. 


RECESSED  TOWN  MEETING,  APRIL  25,   1939 

7.30  o'clock 

Article  1.  Descriptions  and  prices  of  various 
Amplifying  Systems  were  listened  to  and  discussed 
and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wadleigh  it  was  voted  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  an  amplifier 
system ;  this  money  to  be  used  by  the  selectmen  at 
their  discretion,  either  in  part  or  whole. 
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Article  2.  No  decision  in  regard  to  a  new  Town 
Dump  was  made  as  the  places  suggested  by  the 
committee  were  not  approved.  A  motion  'That  the 
committee  on  re-location  be  continued  and  report  at 
some  future  meeting"  was  approved. 

Article  3.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Water 
Storage  was  accepted  on  motion  of  Hugo  Trentini. 

The  report  of  H.  M.  Bryant,  employed  by  the 
committee  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  need  of 
and  method  of  providing  the  additional  water  stor- 
age, was  discussed,  and  costs  and  methods  of 
financing  same  considered. 

It  was  found  that  the  cost  of  installing  a  stand- 
pipe  on  standpipe  hill  would  be  around  $14,000.00 
and  it  would  take  about  fifteen  years  to  pay  for 
same,  while  the  alternative,  the  placing  of  a  stand- 
pipe  on  Mayflower  Hill  would  cost  around  $33,000.00 
and  it  would  take  some  20  years  to  pay  same. 

A  motion  by  F.  T.  Wadleigh  was  made  that  the 
latter  plan  be  accepted  and  Federal  Aid  be  obtain- 
ed.  This  motion  was  lost. 

Then  the  following  motion  was  made  by  Andrew 
Elliott:  "That  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  be 
instructed  to  carry  out  the  plan  herein  outlined  in 
this  alternative  committee  report  and  that  the  town 
and  town  treasurer  be  instructed  to  cooperate  with 
the  water  commissioners  in  the  matter  of  financing 
the  project."   This  motion  was  adopted. 

The  following  motion  in  regard  to  financing 
same  was  presented  by  F.  W.  Sawyer: 

"Whereas,  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Milford, 
duly  assembled  at  the  recessed  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  town  on  the  25th  day  of  April  A.  D.,  1939,  have 
voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  special  committee 
appointed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  on  March  14, 
1939,  to  consider  the  subject  of  providing  addition- 
al water  storage    for    fire    protection  and  domestic 
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use,  and  have  voted  to  provide  for  and  construct 
such  required  at  an  expense  estimated  at  thirty- 
three  thousand  (33,000)  dollars,  now  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  that  the  cost  of  the  erection  of  the  ad- 
ditional water  storage,  together  with  any  other  in- 
debtedness of  the  Town  of  Milford  for  money  bor- 
rowed for  the  use  of  its  Water  Department  during 
the  past  fiscal  year,  be  met  by  an  issue  of  serial  notes 
of  the  Town,  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to 
sign  and  issue  such  a  series  of  notes,  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars  to  be 
dated  July  15,  1939  or  later,  to  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  to  exceed  3  per  cent  per  annum  payable 
semi-annually,  to  be  in  registered  form  in  denomina- 
tions of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  each,  but  to  be 
transferable  by  assignment  at  the  office  of  the  Town 
Treasurer;  that  the  payment  of  principal  and  inter- 
est of  said  serial  notes  must  be  made  out  of  funds 
accumulated  in  the  treasury  of  the  Water  Works 
Department  of  the  Town,  so  far  as  possible ;  that  not 
less  than  fifteen  hundred  (1500)  dollars  of  said 
serial  notes  be  paid  and  retired  each  year  and  that 
the  entire  issue  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  called 
and  paid  off  on  any  interest  payment  date,  due 
notice  of  such  proposed  payment  having  been  given 
to  the  registered  holders  thereof;  that  the  entire 
issue  must  be  paid  off  within  20  years." 

This  Resolution  was  passed  by  vote  of  72  in  the 
affirmative  to  one  negative.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEXTON 

Because  of  the  hurricane  damage  much  regrad- 
ing  had  to  be  done  in  the  cemeteries  of  Milford  and 
monuments  were  reset.  This  necessitated  the  truck- 
ing of  gravel  and  loam  and  the  carrying  off  of  much 
brush  and  debris. 

Very  little  mowing  was  required  on  the  perpetu- 
al care  lots  last  season  because  of  the  dry  weather. 
However,  the  surplus  from  this  fund  will  be  needed 
this  coming  year  to  fertilize  and  re-seed  the  lots 
burned  the  past  summer. 

New  fence  is  needed  on  the  northeast  side  of 
Riverside  cemetery  as  the  present  chestnut  posts  are 
badly  rotted.  Metal  fencing  such  as  was  erected  ten 
years  ago  on  the  southeast  side,  through  a  gift  from 
the  Pillsbury  funds,  would  save  expense  as  it  would 
not  require  the  replacement  that  wooden  fencing 
does  so  frequently. 

At  the  North  Yard  the  gate  has  been  repaired 
and  re-painted  and  the  fence  surrounding  the  ceme- 
tery re-enforced.  Many  pastures  surround  this  yard 
and  the  old  chestnut  fencing  is  in  continual  need-of 
repair  because  of  the  damage  done  by  cattle.

On  account  of  additional  duties,  last  spring,  in 
his  work  as  Mechanic  Arts  teacher  at  the  high 
school,  our  president,  Carl  W.  Talbot,  resigned  that 
office  and  from  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commis- 
sion. The  selectmen  appointed  Maurice  L.  Daniels 
as  a  new  member  and  at  our  first  meeting,  last  April, 
Daniel  D.  Steele  was  elected  president. 

The  entire  season  has  been  devoted  to  the  antici- 
pated repair  work  following  the  devastation  of  the 
hurricane  together  with  the  usual  routine  and  up- 
keep, the  extent  of  which  is  shown  by  the  treasur- 
er's report.  Besides  that,  Mr.  Steele  gave  857  yards 
of  loam  from  his  own  land  for  Endicott  and  Shepard 
Parks.  One  hundred  twenty-five  yards  were  used 
at  Shepard  Park  at  East  Milford.  Apart  from  the 
price  this  seemed  difficult  to  obtain  in  such  a 
quantity. 

A  new  back-stop  and  score  board  have  been  add- 
ed to  Endicott  Park. 

Expert  advice  was  received  in  regard  to  the 
setting  of  new  pine  trees  and  a  delay  of  three  years 
advocated  for  soil  reasons. 

During  the  winter  the  continuance  of  the  skating 
at  Shepard  Park  has  been  a  most  successful  feature. 
Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Robert  F.  Campbell,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Water  Works  department,  for  his  in- 
terest and  effort  in  its  behalf.  Visitors  from  Nashua 
have  also  enjoyed  evenings  there.   The  introduction 
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of  town  water  in  the  center  of  the  field  would  econo- 
mize in  its  use  rather  than  taking  it  from  nearby 
hydrant  and  cost  of  same  is  included  in  recent 
budget  submitted  for  another  year's  activity.

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Report  of  Highway  Agent 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

This  department  has  re-surfaced  and  oiled  the 
following  streets  and  roads  during  the  year  1939: 
Federal  Hill;  West  Street;  Mason  Road;  Summer 
Street  Extension;  Black  Road;  King  Street;  Border 
Street;  Union  Street  from  the  Mason  Road  to  Love- 
joy  Hill,  and  the  Carlander  Road.  To  do  this  work 
required  24,480  gallons  of  asphalt. 

Federal  Hill  and  Carlander  Road  required  71 
loads  of  patch  to  repair,  after  which  a  strip  coat  was 
applied  to  the  broken  shoulders  and  a  binder  coat 
applied  to  the  entire  surface.  This  job  cost  the  de- 
partment $1114.00. 

Under  the  new  set-up  with  the  State  Department, 
the  re-surfacing  expense  of  the  Mason  Road  reverts 
to  the  town,  and  as  a  result  this  was  an  expense  not 
anticipated. 

The  department  has  cut  and  burned  brush  along 
seven  miles  of  the  highway. 

When  the  special  WPA  appropriation  was  ex- 
hausted, this  department  purchased  all  tools,  shov- 
els, striking  hammers  and  picks  needed  to  carry  on 
this  work.  It  has  paid  the  blacksmith  bills  for  sharp- 
enings  and  repairs  and  furnished  a  truck  for  one 
crew.  The  department  has  purchased  550  pounds  of 
dynamite  and  necessary  exploders  to  clear  boulders 
and  banks  along  the  highways,  which  were  a  hazard 
to  safety  and  will  be  a  big  help  in  snow  removal. 

We  have  attempted  to  keep  our  streets  free  of 
snow,  which  in  turn  means  less  sand  is  required  for 
safe  travelling.  As  a  result,  sewers  and  catch  basins 
are  not  filled  so  quickly. 

We  built  a  sprinkler,  which  is  required  on  all 
new  construction.  This  is  operated  from  the  cab  by 
the  truck  driver  and  can  be  adjusted  to  cover  widths

from  five  to  sixteen  feet.  The  cost  hardly  equals  the 
rental  of  an  oil  tank  truck  for  one  day. 

The  sweeper  has  required  considerable  repair- 
ing, but  is  a  much  needed  piece  of  machinery. 

The  department  was  given  the  hurricane  downed 
logs  by  the  Cemetery  Trustees.  We  have  14,000  feet 
of  lumber  which  in  time  will  be  needed,  yet  it  added 
unforeseen  expense  for  this  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Superintendent 

Campbell  of  the  Water  Works,  the  WPA  crews,  all 

the  men  that  have  worked  early  and  late,  and  any 

and  all  who  have  cooperated  with  the  department.

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Report  of  Town  Planning  Board 

During  the  year,  the  Planning  Board  held  seven 
meetings.  At  our  first  meeting  it  was  decided  that 
the  main  project  for  the  year  would  be  an  assessors' 
map,  which  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Se- 
lectmen in  making  their  assessments  for  taxes.  With 
this  work  in  view,  a  joint  meeting  was  arranged  on 
April  12th,  1939,  with  the  Selectmen  of  Milford  and 
Dunbarton;  Wilton  Planning  Board;  representatives 
of  the  State  Planning  and  Development  Commission 
and  Miss  Derby  of  the  Professional  Division  of  the 
Works  Progress  Administration,  together  with  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Perry,  local  aerial  photographers. 

The  outcome  of  this  meeting  was  the  completion 
of  arrangements  for  a  W.P.A.  project,  an  assessors' 
map,  the  work  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Town  and  the 
Works  Progress  Administration.  It  was  also  voted 
at  this  time  to  pay  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perry  $100.00  to 
make  an  aerial  survey  of  the  town.  This  sum  hardly 
represents  a  tenth  part  of  the  actual  expense  in- 
volved in  the  making  of  these  pictures,  and  the 
Board  feels  that  the  town  is  very  fortunate  in  having 
secured  the  services  of  two  such  experienced  avi- 
ators, who  are  much  interested  in  aerial  photog- 
raphy. 

This  project  was  approved  by  the  Selectmen  of 
Milford  and  the  State  Planning  Board,  co-sponsors 
with  the  local  Board.  On  September  22nd,  1939,  a 
letter  was  received  from  the  State  Works  Progress 
Administration  stating  that  final  approval  had  been 
received  from  Washington,  and  that  work  would 
start  about  October  1st.  The  total  cost  of  this  proj- 
ect was  $6454;  the  sponsors'  share  to  be  $1758.  On 
October  3rd.  we  received  notice  that  the  project 
would  be  temporarily  held  up  for  want  of  Federal 
Technical  Assistants. 

The  National  Youth  Administration  was  estab- 
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lished  at  the  Clarkin  property,  Highland  Avenue, 
on  November  14th,  sponsored  in  a  small  way  by  the 
town.  Since  this  Center  has  been  in  operation,  much 
work  has  been  accomplished  by  the  girls,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  town,  namely:  the  codifying  of  all 
town  ordinances  from  1882  to  1939.  We  wish  to 
give  special  credit  for  this  work  to  Misses  Laura 
Cardin,  Edna  Hall,  Effie  Mocas,  Rita  Pombrio  and 
Pauline  Douville,  together  with  Town  Clerk  Donald 
C.  Bruce,  for  their  conscientious  work.  This  work 
has  taken  twelve  weeks,  and  is  worth  many  times 
the  actual  cost.  These  ordinances  have  been  mime- 
ographed in  a  booklet  of  about  125  pages.  Fifty 
copies  will  be  available  at  the  actual  cost  of  ar- 
rangement. 

On  January  15th,  1940,  Miss  Smith,  Chief  Co- 
ordinator of  the  local  N.Y.A.,  was  present  and  ex- 
plained the  work  and  program  of  the  local  center. 
We  voted  to  assume  sponsorship  of  the  N.Y.A.  cen- 
ter, February  1st,  1940,  and  $100.00  was  voted  for 
this  purpose. 

For  some  weeks  these  girls  have  been  working 
on  the  vital  statistics  records;  a  work  that  will  be  in- 
valuable when  completed.  And  the  Planning  Board 
recommends  that  the  town  appropriate  the  small 
sum  asked  to  complete  this  work. 

We  are  asking  for  $200.00  for  1940,  to  continue 
in  a  small  way  what  we  consider  a  major  program 
for  1940,  namely:  a  survey  of  all  Town  Depart- 
ments; a  Town  House  study;  traffic  and  parking 
survey,  and  a  complete  house  numbering  plan.

The  Trustees  of  the  Milford  Free  Library  submit 
herewith  their  annual  report,  together  with  that  of 
the  librarian.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees 
on  April  12,  1939,  Harland  H.  Holt  was  elected 
chairman;  Benjamin  F.  Prescott,  treasurer;  Ruth  D. 
French,  secretary.  Miss  Annabell  Secombe  was  re- 
appointed as  librarian  and  Miss  Alice  Ames  as  as- 
sistant librarian.  The  reading  committee  chosen 
was:  Miss  Ella  Powers,  Miss  Margaret  Howison, 
Mrs.  Julie  Holt,  Mrs.  Louise  Powers,  Mrs.  Hugo 
Trentini  and  Miss  Muriel  Young. 

The  work  of  the  library  has  developed  in  vari- 
ous ways.  There  is  now  available  a  small  loan  col- 
lection of  pictures  for  exhibit  in  classrooms  or  for 
use  in  talks.  Various  book  exhibits,  according  to 
season,  have  been  arranged  to  interest  borrowers. 
Miss  Ames  has  given  high  school  seniors  lectures 
on  the  use  of  reference  books  and  has  supervised 
their  research  work.  For  the  younger  classes  in  the 
Elementary  Building  Miss  Ames  arranged  a  reading 
contest  in  Book  Week.  These  growing  activities  of 
the  library  help  to  make  the  library  an  extremely 
useful  institution.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Mil- 
ford  Free  Library  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1940. 

The  circulation  of  the  library  for  the  year  just 
closed  was  40,750,  a  daily  average  of  134. 

Miss  Ames  continued  her  work  in  library  instruc- 
tion with  two  classes.  Much  more  time  should  be 
given  to  that  branch  of  service. 

"Book  Week,"  November  12-19,  was  observed 
by  an  exhibition  of  new  books  for  the  young  people, 
and  a  contest  for  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  grades.  Books 
were  given  as  prizes  to  the  boy  or  girl  who  answered 
the  most  of  the  names  of  books  left  blank  in  the 
contest. 

The  latest  edition  of  Encyclopaedia  Britannica 
was  purchased  with  money  from  the  Keyes  Fund. 

The  records  show  a  decided  improvement  in  the 
class  of  books  read  in  the  last  year.  Part  of  this  is 
due  to  the  various  reading  lists  of  the  churches  and 
the  Grange.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  I  hereby  sub- 
mit a  report  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1939. 

The  activities  of  this  department  have  been  con- 
fined largely  to  the  installation  of  the  new  Stand- 
pipe  and  the  pipe  line  connecting  it  to  the  system. 
We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  complete  the  job 
well  under  the  appropriation.  If  any  one  factor 
should  enter  into  this,  and  deserve  credit,  outside  of 
the  fact  that  we  were  able  to  handle  the  whole  job 
within  the  department,  and  the  purchase  of  an  air 
compressor  to  do  the  drilling,  it  should  go  to  the 
laborers,  for  certainly  no  one  ever  had  a  more  con- 
scientious and  better  working  crew  of  men. 

It  might  be  the  contention  of  some  that  the  En- 
gineer's estimate  was  high,  but  when  you  take  into 
consideration  that  his  estimate  for  the  Standpipe 
alone  was  $5,000.00,  and  the  lowest  bid  we  had  was 
$7293.00,  I  should  consider  we  had  a  very  conserva- 
tive estimate.  We  have  one  more  connection  to 
make  before  the  job  is  complete;  that  is,  Highland 
Avenue,  where  we  ran  into  a  main  sewer  line,  which 
will  have  to  be  moved  before  we  can  get  through. 
This  is  a  comparatively  small  job. 

The  Engineer's  estimate  of  the  job  was 
$34,500.00.  A  detail  of  our  expenditures  during 
construction  is  as  follows:

We  had  the  usual  number  of  small  leaks  and  a 
large  leak  in  the  main  line  on  Lincoln  Street,  where 
it  goes  under  the  bridge.  At  this  point  the  main  pipe 
was  broken  off  underneath  the  water  and  necessi- 
tated the  building  of  a  coffer-dam  to  hold  the  water 
back. 

Fpr  those  interested  in  the  economy  of  the  new 
Diesel  Engine,  we  have  some  very  interesting  fig- 
ures, based  on  facts.  Below  is  comparative  cost  per 
million  gallons,  between  Electric  Power  and  Diesel 
Engine,  including  all  charges.

Breaking  this  down  to  the  actual  money  spent  to 
operate  for  one  year:  Electric  power,  1937  (last  full 
year)   $1709.48;  first  full  year  Diesel,  $348.65. 

We  still  have  two  electric  pumps;  one  5  HP.  and 
one  3  HP.  that  we  use  in  conjunction  with  the  Diesel, 
to  pump  water  through  the  filters.  The  power  cost 
of  these  two  pumps  together  with  a  small  air  com- 
pressor that  does  not  average  to  run  more  than 
fifteen  minutes  a  day,  was  $717.34  for  the  year. 

Comparing  the  cost  of  operating  these  two 
pumps  with  a  total  of  10  HP.  by  electricity,  and  the 
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cost  of  operating  a  60  HP.  Diesel  was  $348.65;  it 
would  seem  like  good  business  to  install  another 
Diesel  to  take  the  place  of  these  two  electric  pumps. 

We  have  installed  a  Sparling  master  meter  at 
the  station,  that  measures  all  the  water  pumped, 
which  gives  an  accurate  as  well  as  a  permanent 
record. 

In  comparing  our  profit  for  this  year's  business 
of  $2120.76,  with  previous  years,  we  do  not  want  to 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  in  reducing  our  water 
rates  and  hydrant  rental,  we  have  automatically 
cut  our  income  more  than  $7,000.00.  If  we  want  to 
continue  as  a  going  concern  and  show  a  profit  to  the 
town,  we  should  increase  our  rates. 

There  seems  to  be  a  vast  difference  in  opinions 
as  to  whether  a  municipal  Water  Works  should 
show  a  profit,  or  just  be  self  supporting.  Personally, 
I  think  we  should  have  revenue  enough  to  turn  a 
profit  over  to  the  town  each  year.

We  are  asking  for  $1000.00  for  a  storm  sewer 
for  Highland  Avenue,  taking  the  water  from  the 
upper  end  at  Adams  Street  and  entering  the  new 
sewer  on  Summer  Street.  Also  the  re-locating  of  a 
short  stretch  of  sewer  that  interferes  with  the  con- 
nection of  the  water  pipe  at  this  point.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milf ord : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1939,  together  with  financial  report  of  the 
Treasurer. 

»     During  the  year  the  Board  held  twelve  regular 
and  seven  special  meetings. 

The  fiscal  year  of  1939  is  an  outstanding  one  in 
the  history  of  the  Water  Department  due  to  the  fact 
of  the  large  outlay  for  increased  water  storage.  This 
was  brought  about  by  a  break  on  Dearborn  Street, 
in  February  1939,  of  a  four-inch  main,  causing  a  loss 
of  approximately  360,000  gallons  of  water  in  forty- 
eight  hours.  This  break  was  the  direct  cause  of  Ar- 
ticle 13  being  put  in  the  Town  Warrant,  in  March 
1939.  It  was  voted  at  the  Town  Meeting,  March  14, 
to  appoint  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  the  Se- 
lectmen, Water  Commissioners  and  Charles  S.  Em- 
erson, to  secure  the  services  of  a  competent  engineer 
to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  needs  to  im- 
prove the  system.  Harlan  M.  Bryant  of  Milton,  N. 
H.  was  employed  and  submitted  a  printed  report  to 
the  voters  of  the  town  at  the  adjourned  meeting  of 
April  25th.  His  recommendation  of  a  standpipe  of 
a  capacity  of  500,000,  to  be  installed  on  the  north 
side  of  the  river,  and  larger  mains  on  Adams  Street 
to  improve  the  circulation  in  that  part  of  the  town. 
These  major  recommendations  were  accepted  by  the 
voters;  $40,000.00  was  appropriated  to  cover  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  project  and  to  take  up  the  re- 
maining notes  due  on  the  Diesel  Engine.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  note  that  of  the  $40,000  appropriated, 
we  used  but  $30,000,  the  balance,  $10,000,  was  re- 
turned to  the  bank  by  the  selectmen.   This  $30,000 
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paid  for  the  Diesel  Engine  notes,  $5500,  and  the  cost 
of  the  standpipe  job,  mains,  etc. 

Investigating  the  cost  of  materials  for  this  work, 
we  found  we  could  save  enough  money  by  using 
"Century"  asbestos  pipe  to  purchase  an  air  com- 
pressor, a  very  much  needed  addition  to  the  depart- 
ment. 

There  is  approximately  $2900  balance  due  on 
the  standpipe,  due  to  unsatisfactory  painting.  This 
has  been  adjusted  and  $2000  of  the  balance  has 
been  paid  in  1940 ;  the  other  $900  will  be  paid  when 
the  Graver  Tank  and  Manufacturing  Company  com- 
plete the  job  satisfactorily,  which  they  have  agreed 
to  do. 

We  considered  it  good  business  to  insure  all  the 
workmen  and  $500.81  was  used  for  this  protection. 

In  August,  we  received  a  petition  for  the  exten- 
sion of  water  main  on  the  Mason  Road  (so  called)  to 
the  residence  of  Walter  Philbrick,  a  distance  of 
about  3500  feet.  Investigation  showed  the  return 
on  the  investment  would  not  give  6%,  as  required 
by  our  rules  and  regulations. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Water  Commission- 
ers to  keep  the  water  rates  at  a  level  to  assure  an 
income  to  meet  our  expenses  or  a  little  more.  Now 
that  we  have  a  debt  of  $30,000  to  meet  in  the  next 
twenty  years,  we  may  be  justified  in  increasing  the 
rates  to  the  level  of  a  few  years  ago.  At  no  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Water  Department  have  the  rates 
been  excessive. 

Regarding  the  unfinished  Treasurer's  report  for 
1938,  called  to  your  attention  by  the  auditors,  we 
employed  a  certified  public  accountant,  who  has 
made  the  necessary  adjustments,  satisfactory  to  all 
concerned. 

We  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  1939  was 
a  very  dry  year,  and  many  cities  and  towns  had  an 
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acute  shortage  of  water.  Fortunately,  we  have  seen 
no  signs  of  this  trouble  in  the  source  of  supply. 

Our  Superintendent  has  presented  some  very  in- 
teresting figures  for  comparison  of  electric  against 
oil  power,  which  we  call  to  your  attention.  While 
his  suggestions  have  merit,  we  do  not  propose  any 
immediate  changes,  for  the  electric  power  has  been 
very  satisfactory  of  late. 

Our  report  shows  a  considerable  balance,  which 
will  be  required  to  meet  our  immediate  future  obli- 
gations. 

The  efficiency  of  our  system  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  500,000  gallons  stored 
water.  We  predict,  in  future,  we  may  need  more 
storage  to  bring  the  system  up  to  100%  efficiency. 

The  town  is  very  fortunate  in  having  a  man  as 
efficient  as  our  Superintendent  to  supervise  the  work 
done  this  year,  and  a  word  of  appreciation  is  in 
order  here,  not  only  from  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers, but  also  from  every  water  user.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Milf ord : 

I  herewith  tender  the  thirty-fifth  annual  report, 
my  first  in  the  series.  As  you  well  know,  the  year 
about  which  I  am  to  report  was  largely  within  an- 
other's administration.  Therefore,  I  beg  your  in- 
dulgence if  this  is  not  as  complete  as  expected.  A 
statement  recently  caught  my  eye :  "A  beginning 
administrator  should  not  be  too  aggressive  but 
should  adopt  the  normal  course  and  gradually  work 
in  his  changes."  Without  too  much  emphasis  on  the 
last  part  of  the  statement,  these  sentiments  are 
mine.  It  is  my  plan  to  adjust  myself  to  the  organiza- 
tion as  I  come  into  it,  to  suggest  changes  only  as  the 
need  arises  or  a  change  will  better  serve  the  pupils 
in  the  schools.  There  can  be  little  dispute  of  the  fact 
that  everything  done  must  contribute  to  pupil  wel- 
fare. We  must  weigh  and  measure  every  procedure 
in  these  terms. 

Personnel 

The  present  school  year  opened  with  more  than 
a  full  quota  of  new  members  on  the  teaching  staff. 
Seven  of  the  new  teachers  were  chosen  before 
school  closed  last  June  and  three  during  the  month 
of  August.  This  rather  extensive  shift  of  personnel 
took  on  the  appearance  of  an  exodus  and  should  re- 
ceive your  careful  consideration  as  to  causes  and 
suggestions  for  improving  the  situation.  The  ten 
new  teachers  and  their  assignments,  giving  years  of 
experience  and  the  college  from  which  they  gradu- 
ated, are: 

Dorris  Campbell,  5  years,  Plymouth  Teachers' 
College ;  Elementary.  Alan  Davidson,  no  experi- 
ence, Dartmouth  College;  High  School.  Harold 
Graeme,  no  experience,  Keene  Teachers'  College; 
High    School.     Richard  Hopwood,     no    experience, 
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Keene  Teachers'  College;  High  School.  Elizabeth 
McGagh,  two  years,  Lowell  Teachers'  College;  Ele- 
mentary. Ray  Pomeroy,  23  years,  Bates  College; 
High  School.  Olga  Veckys,  no  experience,  Salem 
State  Teachers'  College;  High  School.  Helen  Wheel- 
er, no  experience,  Oberlin  College;  High  School. 
Elizabeth  Wilson,  no  experience,  Worcester  State 
Teachers'  College;  High  School.  Frederick  Wood, 
no  experience,  University  of  New  Hampshire,  High 
School. 

The  average  experience  in  the  Elementary  posi- 
tions was  20  years  last  year  as  compared  to  16  years 
now;  in  the  High  School  the  same  was  7%  years  and 
is  now  8  years. 

That  the  schools  are  operating  successfully  is  a 
tribute  to  these  new  teachers  as  well  as  to  the  mem- 
bers of  last  year's  staff.  The  coordination  of  activi- 
ties have  been  effected  without  too  great  loss  of  ef- 
ficiency. Teachers  continuing  in  the  service  are  list- 
ed in  another  column. 

Accomplishments 

This  phase  of  work  interests  me  greatly.  I 
enjoy  making  reports  on  pupil  achievements.  But 
unfortunately  for  this  feature,  I  can  give  only  brief 
information  as  the  subject  matter  pertains  to  the 
year  before  I  began  service.  Nevertheless,  I  solicit 
your  attention  to  the  perfect  attendance  lists  as  one 
achievement.  Parents  as  well  as  pupils  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  efforts  in  this  respect.  Also  you 
will  be  interested  to  know  that  of  the  758  pupils  in 
your  schools  in  June,  93%  of  them  received  promo- 
tion. This  high  figure  is  indicative  of  good  teaching 
and  splendid  pupil  accomplishment.  I  hope  to  be 
more  specific  in  the  next  report. 

The  new  gymnasium-auditorium  is  now  a  wel- 
come addition  to  the  schools.  Its  construction  is  an 
achievement  in  which  all  can  take  just  pride.    It  is 
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rather  completely  equipped  with  chairs  for  assem- 
blies, bleachers  for  games,  showers  for  both  sexes, 
and  seemingly  countless  other  items.  The  added 
classrooms  are  likewise  completely  utilized.  The 
stage  with  its  rich  draperies  serves  its  many  pur- 
poses adequately  and  well.  These  beautiful  drap- 
eries are  a  gift  to  the  school  from  the  Arthur  L. 
Keyes  Memorial  Fund.  Grateful  acknowledgment 
to  the  trustees  of  this  fund  has  long  since  been  made. 
The  school  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  received  this 
addition  from  the  custodians  of  a  trust  dedicated  to 
worthwhile  community  purposes. 

Two  accomplishments  during  my  brief  tenure 
appear  to  me  to  be  worthy  of  attention.  First,  during 
Education  Week,  many  parents  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  to  tour  the  schools  in  which  special 
activities  awaited  them,  pupils'  work  on  display,  and 
the  teachers  present  for  consultation  or  explanation 
of  books  and  materials,  as  desired.  Two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  visitors  made  731  room  visits  during 
the  evening.  We  were  well  pleased  with  the  re- 
sponse to  the  invitation  to  visit.  The  second  has  to 
do  with  the  organization  of  a  School  Safety  Patrol. 
I  am  impressed  with  the  accord  it  has  received  since 
its  inception.  Support  of  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  Patrol  is  general  both  from  the  Citizens'  Com- 
mittee and  from  the  public.  Imperfect  as  it  may  be, 
it  is  serving  the  dual  purpose  of  promoting  safety 
and  teaching  responsibility.  Continued  practice  with 
fine  pupil  cooperation  will  help  to  eliminate  any  de- 
fects that  may  exist.  The  officers  and  their  staff  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  splendid  efforts  and  at- 
titude. I  believe  they  are  showing  evidences  of  good 
citizenship  which  many  of  their  elders  might  well 
emulate. 

Financial  Data 

Recent  reports  from  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
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tion  reveal  the  figures  given  below.  They  show  the 
financial  burden  to  support  schools  in  your  district 
as  compared  with  some  other  districts.  The  value  of 
state-aid  is  well  illustrated  in  the  tabulation.  The 
districts  named  in  the  tabulation  are  those  in  this 
union  together  with  that  district  which  has  the  least 
expense  and  the  one  which  has  the  greatest  expense. 
The  numbers  appearing  before  the  districts  indicate 
their  relative  position  in  the  state.

The  elementary  per  pupil  costs  for  the  year 
1938-1939  for  this  union  are:  Amherst  $72.63; 
Brookline  $62.09;  Hollis  $63.92;  Milford  $-62.21; 
and  Mont  Vernon  $106.37;  while  the  median  per 
pupil  cost  for  the  whole  state  was  $81.07. 

The  per  pupil  cost  of  high  schools  in  this  union 
and  its  environs  is  as  follows:  Milford  $62.99;  Ap- 
pleton  Academy  $95.82  (for  instruction  only)  ;  Marl- 
boro $95.83;  East  Jaffrey  $105.16;  Peterboro 
$105.36;  Hollis  $105.38;  Amherst  $107.45;  Wilton 
$108.53.  The  median  cost  for  high  schools  in  the 
state  was  $104.29. 

Needs 

I  feel  again  that  my  short  term  here  compels 
restraint.  Your  School  Board  is  anxious  to  wisely 
expend  all  monies  entrusted  to  its  care.  So,  I  hope 
all  will  give  careful  thought  to  the  proposed  budget. 
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I  have  previously  intimated  that  the  retention  of 
good  teachers  is  of  vital  importance  in  maintaining 
good  schools.  I  trust  that  your  consideration  and 
study  of  the  problem  here  and  in  communities  of  ap- 
proximate size  will  result  in  a  satisfactory  solution 
of  the  salary  question. 

Other  needs  which  await  plans  and  develop- 
ment are :  storage  for  chairs  in  the  auditorium,  revi- 
sion of  the  Home  Economics  Curriculum,  purchase 
of  a  motion  picture  projector  and  curtains  for  the 
auditorium,  and  roof  repairs  at  both  of  the  larger 
buildings. 

Conclusions 

I  conclude  this  discussion  with  a  reiteration  of 
principles.  Education  is  necessary  to  an  enlightened 
democracy  but  the  education  some  are  to  receive 
must  be  varied  to  meet  needs  and  capacity  for  at- 
tainment. Hence,  a  broad  program  of  subject  mat- 
ter is  offered.  The  majority  can  assimilate  the  usual 
program.  The  few  who  cannot  compel,  unfortunate- 
ly, for  our  finances  a  wide  latitude  of  selection,  yet 
each  and  every  one  is  a  member  of  our  American 
democracy  and  must  be  served  to  the  best  of  our 
ability.   Such  is  the  aim  of  present  day  education. 

I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  citizens  of  Mil- 
ford  for  their  cordiality  and  friendly  attitude.  My 
contacts  in  your  midst  have  been  very  pleasant.  I 
am  further  appreciative  of  the  active  interest  of  the 
School  Board  and  the  conscientious  efforts  of  your 
local  teachers.  I  believe  we  are  working  coopera- 
tively to  further  the  interest  of  childhood  which 
leads  to  good  citizenship  as  youth  assumes  the  cares 
of  management  in  due  season. 

A  word  concerning  the  budget  is  appropriate. 
With  the  addition  of  the  gymnasium-auditorium,  a 
small  revenue  is  derived.  However,  the  outgo  is  ex- 
pected to  more  than  equal  this  income.   Estimates  on 
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these  receipts  and  payments  are  too  indefinite  to  de- 
termine at  this  time,  not  having  had  the  experience 
of  a  year's  use  of  the  addition.  Whatever  income 
there  may  be  is  earmarked  to  pay  police  service, 
lighting,  and  heat.  If  there  is  an  excess,  the  plan  is 
to  return  that  amount  pro  rata  to  the  users  who  have 
contributed  toward  the  income.  The  above  explana- 
tion is  given  as  the  reason  for  not  including  the  items 
in  the  budget.  The  next  financial  report  will  show 
the  results.

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REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bowley,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Milford,  New  Hampshire: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Headmaster  of  Milford  High  School. 

Enrollment 

The  total  enrollment  through  January  31,  1940 
for  the  school  year  1939-1940  was  388  as  compared 
with  402  last  year  and  423  two  years  ago.  From  the 
following  table  one  can  see  that  our  enrollment  is  14 
less  than  last  year.  This  decrease  may  be  easily  un- 
derstood when  one  takes  into  consideration  that 
there  were  62  graduated  in  the  class  of  1939  com- 
pared to  only  38  at  the  present  time  who  will  grad- 
uate this  coming  June.  This  senior  class  is  the  small- 
est class  registered  in  Milford  High  School  during 
the  school  year  1939-1940.  The  membership  Janu- 
ary 31,  1940  was  388,  while  at  the  same  time  last 
year  it  was  402.  This  shows  that  there  has  been  a 
slight  falling  in  attendance  in  our  High  School.  Of 
the  enrollment  January  31,  1940,  200  were  girls  and 
188  were  boys,  distributed  according  to  age  and 
grade  as  follows:

The  above  table  shows  that  15%  of  the  pupils 
of  the  classes  9  to  12  are  in  the  Academic  Curricu- 
lum, 34%  are  in  the  Commercial  Curriculum,  30% 
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are  in  the  General  Curriculum,  and  21%  are  in  the 
Mechanic  Arts  Curriculum.  It  may  also  be  seen  that 
of  the  123  boys  of  classes  9  to  12,  41%  of  them  are 
enrolled  in  the  Mechanic  Arts  Curriculum,  where- 
as, 51%  of  the  boys  were  enrolled  in  the  same 
course  last  year  at  this  time.  The  decrease  is  largely 
due  to  changing  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  course,  Gen- 
eral Shop,  Auto  Mechanics  and  Electricity,  by  plac- 
ing them  under  the  George  Dean  set-up.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bowley,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Milford,  N.  H.: 

The  following  is  my  report  of  the  health  work  in 
the  Milford  schools. 

A  medical  inspection  was  made  in  September  by 
Dr.  Hinds,  the  nurse  assisting.  A  tabulated  record 
of  the  inspection  will  'be  given  in  the  School  Physi- 
cian's report. 

Eight  pupils  were  vaccinated  by  the  School  Phy- 
sician after  the  inspection,  which  made  the  total 
number  of  pupils  attending  school  vaccinated  or 
having  proper  excuses. 

Tonsil  clinics  were  held  at  Grasmere  Hospital 
during  the  summer  and  fall  and  twenty-two  pupils 
had  necessary  treatment. 

In  April,  Dr.  Robert  Kerr  conducted  a  Tubercu- 
losis Program  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School 
students.  All  the  pupils  and  teachers  who  wished 
were  tuberculin  tested  and  those  showing  positive 
reactions  had  chest  X-rays  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital 
in  Nashua.  The  results  of  this  tuberculin  test  and 
X-ray  demonstration  showed  no  active  tuberculosis 
among  the  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  teachers 
and  pupils  who  submitted  to  the  test.  At  some  fu- 
ture date  I  would  like  to  see  the  entire  student  body 
have  this  test. 

The  vision  test  was  made  with  the  Snellen  Chart 
by  the  nurse.  Each  year  many  vision  corrections  are 
made  and  also  many  new  cases  are  found  to  be  cor- 
rected. Contributions  are  always  welcome  and  much 
needed  to  obtain  glasses. 

'Cod  liver  oil  has  been  furnished  by  the  Red  Cross 
and  given  in  homes  where  it  is  needed. 

Demonstrations    of    simple    nursing    procedures 
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and  care  of  the  sick  were  given  the  girls  of  the 
Junior  class  during  the  year. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  classroom 
visits  have  been  made  during  the  year  and  home 
visits  as  necessary  for  various  health  work. 

We  have  had  a  few  scattered  cases  of  contagious 
diseases  throughout  the  year. 

Many  articles  of  clothing  have  been  furnished  as 
needed  from  time  to  time. 

Several  pupils  have  been  to  the  Orthopedic 
Clinic  for  corrective  work. 

A  Pre-School  Round-Up  and  Well  Baby  Clinic 
was  held  at  the  Community  House  in  August.  This 
was  very  well  attended  and  diphtheria  innoculations 
were  given  at  this  time. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  school  officials 
and  many  others  for  excellent  cooperation  during 
the  year.

Of  the  deaths  in  town  in  1939,  13  were  carried  out  of  town  for 
burial:  Amherst,  3;  New  Boston,  2;  Newport,  Vt.,  1;  Ossipee,  1; 
Portland,  Me.,  1;  Reading,  Mass.  1;  Stoughton,  Mass.,  1;  Temple, 
1;  Wilmington,  Mass.,  1;  Wilton,  1. 

Fifteen  were  brought  from  away  for  burial.  Some  were  long 
ago  residents. 

Of  the  62  deaths  recorded,  2  were  between  90  and  100;  6  be- 
tween 80  and  90;  14  between  70  and  80;  17  between  60  and  70;  15 
between  50  and  60;  3  between  40  and  50;  1  between  30  and  40; 
and  4  under  30.  Of  these  deaths  36  were  Male  and  26  Female. 
One  ©r  both  parents  of  29  were  born  in  other  countries. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  a  town  are  one  of  its  most  important 
records,  not  merely  for  today  but  for  generations  to  come.  If  ev- 
eryone would  see  to  it  that  the  records  of  their  own  families  were 
fully  and  correctly  filled  out  on  the  Marriage,  Birth,  and  Death 
certificates  when  handed  in,  it  might  be  of  great  use  to  them  or 
their  descendants  at  some  future  day,  and  a  great  help  to  us  in 
making  out  the  records  of  today.
